ons , relating io Our ſervice, and the good of Our ſubjetts : We did call the Parliament of this 
Our ancient Kingdom of Scotland, and did authorige Our right truſty , and. right intirely beloved 
Conſine and Councellor, the Duke of Lauderdale, to be Our Commiſſioner during the whole curren 
thereof, which through the exigency of Our affairs, bath been continued beyond Our firſt intention: 2 
being neceſſarily ingaged in a war with the States of the United Neitherlands. And bythe laſt Ac 
of tbe laſt Seſſion of that Parliament, bearing date,the third day of March lat; Our ſaid Parliament 
was by Vs declared current, and adjourned to the fourteenth of October next: T te peace betwixt Us 
and the United Provinces not being then per fected; and that peace being now brought to its full effect, 
and ſeing the preſent condition of Our affairs doth not require, that Our good Subſecfe ſhould be any 
longer burthened , with attendance in this Parliament, We bave reſolved to diſſalve the ſame: Like- 
5, Ve, with advice of Our Privy Council, do hereby diſſolve the preſent current Parliament of this 
Our Kingdom, and do declare the ſame to be diſſolved. Our will is berefore, and We charge you ſtraitiy, 
and commands, that incontinent theſe Our letters ſeen ye paſſe to the Mercat Croſſe of Edinburgh,and 
other places needfull, and thereat, in Our Name and Aiubority, by oppen Proclamation, make publi- 
cation of Our diſſolving tbe preſent current Parliament of this Our Kingdom , and that the ſame 1 diſ- 
ſolved, that all Our Leiges may have due and timeous notice thereof. I be which 10 do, We commit to 
you conjuntily and ſeverally , Our full power, by theſe Our letters delivering them by youduly exe- 
cute, and endorſat again to the bearer. 
Given under Our Signet at V V hitehall, the ninteenth day of May , one thouſand fix hundred 
ſe venty and u years , and of Our reign the fix and twentieth years.
